(1) It shall be necessary that any revis- 
ion of the lists of voters prepared in ac- 
cordance with iho iirovisioiis uf "7'/ic J'Jlei;- 
liiral VranchinvAc.t" shall be proceeded with 
during the present year, one thousand 
eight hundred and eigiity-soven, but the 
liata of yotorii in force ul the time of tlic 
jjaasing of this act shall continue in force 
until tlio same are tinally revised in ao- 
coi'daiico with the provisions of tho said 
Act, in tho year one thousand eight liun- 
dred and eighty-eight. 

(2) No Hat of voters made and finally 
rovisod and certified in tho year one 
lliouHaiul eight huiidrcid and eiglity-six, 
shall be deemed to be invalid or defective 
by reason of any want of qualifioation of 
a deputy revising of&oer.— Ed.]

Does it matter not, 
then, whether a man's record is good, 
bad or iudiU'oreut, so long as it k a re- 
cord; and is he just that much in advance 
of hia advor.s:iry and has he in conse- 
(|ueuce a superior claim to the auflVagea 
of a con.stituency ! If this rule should be 
applied to all elections, we wonder wIk^-o 
•H man who haa not before enjoyed Par- 
liamentary honors would ounio in; — how 
he would ever find an opportunity to 
make a record if he is to be turned away 
from the tlvreshold of public life because 
he has got none. In countries where 
certaitt men are eonaidered as "born to 
the purple" the stand taken by our morn- 
ing friend might bo accepted as ijorjd, 
sound, practical sense; but in a 
country where constitutional government 
prevails and where all men have an equal 
right to gratify a lauda))le ambition to 
rise, it sounds very absurd. The strentjth 
of a kangaroo is said to lie in its tail.

John Ruskin, in his recent lecture at 
Oxford, declared that "the whole mean- 
ing and power of true courtship is proba- 
tion, and it ought not to be shorter than 
three years at least, seven being the more 
orthodo.x time." 

So.MK quick steamship voyages lia\e 
been made recently acnjss the Atlantic. 
The iJoiiiinion Line steainship Vancouver 
made a remarkably fast run from Movillu 
to Kimouski and the Cunarder Etruria 
made the distance from Queenatown to 
New York in six days, one hour and fifty- 
five minutes. The Etruria's trip is the 
fastest on record. She made an average 
of 470 miles a day, or nearly twenty miles 
an hour.

THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

To Tim Editoii— A chief fnature of ad- 
vancing civilization ia the proviiling renie- 
diea for all the ills which lleali is heir to, 
ami placing all supply within easy ri:acli 
of its demand. Trades, biibiuesses, pro- 
fesaiolis, are ealaolislied aa near aa jios- 
sible to the centres of population. No 
one thinks of opening for the couveiiienco 
of the public, whether civic or provincial, 
a restaurant at (Jadboro Hay, a clothing 
store at .Saiigster'a I'laiiia, or a black- 
amith's shop a mile from the high road. 
Wo alicndd compluiM if the general iio.st- 
ollice were .at CNjIwooiI, and wc require 
thai eliurclu-s and lecture rocjiiis slioiilil 
be near the inaaa (jf the people who want 
to use them. Even the central school has 
been complained of as not sulliciently 
central, and in the loss urgent case of 
orphans, the present home was given piv- 
feronce over iiroll'ered sites on .lainea I'ay, 
only for I his reason. 

This condition of accessibilily applies, 
(I iiDitiiiri, to hospitals, for there is 
no need so iiiniiedialo and urgent 
as that of the sick and suli'ering. The 
Christian gentlemen who, with the best 
intentions and admirable zeal, have de- 
cided to place the .luhilce Hospital far 
av.-iy, i.ot only from the cenier of popiila 
tion, but ;ilso from the termini of travel, 
whore the sick from the various parts ol 
the Province must land who propose to 
resort to the I'l vri nciiil Hospital fiH' treat- 
ment, seem hardly to have given this 
view of the case their full attention. 
Soiiielliing might be said in 
favor (jf the proposed site were it 
designed aa a homo for vale- 
1 ndinai ians, incurables or insane pe.iple, 
but it is \iot easy t(j see w hy, when all 
other remedial agencies are reipiirud to 
be near the objects which they are des- 
tined to aid, the hospital should be so far 
away I why, for iust»nce, a patient seized 
with an acute ilisease, or another struck 
with a sudden accident (like the iiolice- 
inan the other night) must be carried two 
or three miles out of the city, the doctor 
and friends following, instead of being 
treated right there. Our Roinau Catholic 
brethren, whose sagacity in such mattoia 
is not inferior to their benevolence, have 
shown their appreciation of the mis- 
take thus made by forthwith adding a 
I wing to their already extensive establisli- 
nicnt. The custom obtaiiieil by a shop on 
the (!raigllower road C(mi]iaied with that 
of one on (ioverninent street may give 
some idea of the bustle of the healing art 
within the walls of .St. .Joseph's hospital, 
as contrasted with the stagnation which it 
may be feared will prevail within those of 
the proposed .Jubilee hospittd. jVnd what 
of the working cl.iases / St. Joseph's 
treasury for the sullering poor is we fear 
slender, and the Sisters' iiower (with all 
their will) of doing L;ood is Very niucli 
limited to the relief of jiaying [jat.ieiita. 
The itoiiimon peo|)lc are already saying 
that the Jubilee hosjiital is not for them. 
If a plebiscite wore taken of the city on 
this question few, we ajii)rehend, would 
vote for the proposed site, Heggars must 
not be choaers, it ia said; yet this class, as 
citizens, have c<Mitribiited, llioiigli iinli- 
rectly, to the munilicent public grant, and 
have aa much right tcj a voice for its right 
aiiplicatioii as the most liberal subscriber. 
Why then should their lioapitid bo like 
one of those costly but useless presents 
which are wont to bo lavished on jubilee 
cjccaaioiis ! 

It is to bo hoped that the eoiiiliiittee, 
before conimitling themselves irrevocably 
in this matter, will give the fullest opiioi'- 
tuiiity for a public vole?, or at least a vote 
of the subscribers, on the cpiestioii, and 
also call for a scientific opinion from t he 
medical men of this city, of which latter 
class, il is said, none have been coiusulted 
as lo this |iarticiil:ir .sili'. It may be 
douliTed whether many of them, aa ox 
pKila, would pledge their iirofesaional 
reputation in its defence. Let this be 
done 111 a direct and am]>le nianner, and 
then, whatever may be the decision, few 
will c(>iJi|>lain. 

l!ut if, whether with or without siicli 
sanction, the comiiiittee carry out their 
present design, it is virtually.! home, and 
not a hospital, which they are proposing 
to erect; ami a public lioapitiil will still 
a necessity for the city of Victoria. And 
it will surely be the duty of the govern- 
ment to see that the Royal llospitjtl ia 
not closed till a better can be erected in 
its room. If otherwise, the people will 
have to see t.o it themselves. If this view 
be (■oriect the proceeds of an annual 
"lloa, dial .Sunday" will find their leoili- 
niale cbaniud. Si'lisciMiiKi!.

SurttcoiiB are familiar with skin graft- 
ing in the human subject, hut It is rather 
a novel procedure to substitute the skin 
of birds and poultry for snips from tho 
patient's own liealtliy slilu. Wieamauu 
twice Iriiuspliinled skin from pigeon to 
pi^'con with siu-eesa, and throe times from 
fiuA) to I'o'vl. I'nder the title ot "Dernie- 
peiilhesis," .Mr. U. F. Cadogun-Master- 
maii liiia publi.slied some interesting cases, 
In which he bad .succeeded in utlliisiiig the 
skin of youni.; wild rnlibits (or the purpose 
of briiiLfing about the cicatrization of raw 
and ulcerating surfaces. Several others 
have repented and varied Wiesmann'a ex- 
perliueuls, bnt liefore Mr. Masteriiiaii 
none of them seems to have been enter- 
prising ennngti tu spare their patients the 
dIsaKrcealile snipping liicideiitul to the 
operation us it Is usnnlly prnctlced. 

At altout the same time Dr. Rcdard 
comniniilcnted to the Paris Academy of 
Medicine some observations of his own 
with aiilnial f^rnfts on wounds in human 
bein(j;.s. In a i-nse of severe burn of the 
scalp of eight months' standing, in a 
child 'J year.s of age, he obtained a rapid 
cicalri/.iiiioii by iiu'iiiis of grafts from a 
fowl, ilo llrsi Iried unil'ls of frog's skin, 
but n» tlie.se proved tii be repulsive to pa- 
lient.saiid did iiol vjive very j;ooil results, 
he sulislitnteil olliers from the fowl, and 
lhe wound, which measured three inches 
by two and n hiilf, bail completely healed 
in two ninnths. He had been equally 
Huccessful in other and subsequent cases. 
He takes Ibe .skin from heueath the wliih' 
ot a chicktMi, I'areriilly securliiK lhe sulijii- 
eent (■eliiilar ti.ssne. liiil avoiding iullpo.se 
lis.sue.
